The Pest House Horror 

Ooronoi's Inquest. 

The adjourned inquest on the body 
of P. Stacker was held yesterday be- 
fore Judge Pemberton. The Court- 
house was crowded and the livolieHt 
interest was manifested in tho proceed- 
ings. 

Dr. Daviesworn -Dr. Matthews and 
myself made a post mortem examina- 
tion of the body of deceased this morn- 
ing. Ihave already described tho ex- 
terna] wound. Upon opening tho skull 
tvo found the track of the bullet, which 
I produce; also, this .small piece of 
bono — a part of the inner table of the 
skull. It often happens that such 
fragments cause more harm than the 
bullet. I produce a diagram of a sec- 
tion of the brain which merely illus- 
trates the course of the bullet and of 
tho piece of bone. |Dr.' Davie here 
explained to tho jury the diagram. J 
Tho course of the ball was slightly 
downwards and from the left to the 
right; tho ball passed near tho right 
lateral ventricle. 

~ By Judge Pemberton — Tho cause of 
of death is tho bullet wound; I know 
the position of the pistol before tho 
shot was tired; whether it were done 
by the right or left hand I cannot 
state. 

By the Foreman-— I think it very 
unlikely that after very severe injury of 
tho brain, such as described, that a 
person would have been able to walk; 
the bullet would have taken the same 
courso had he been tired at by some- 
one else, but the bullet would have 
taken an upward course; his clothes 
did not appear as if they had l»eu put 
on after death; it might have been 
done immediately after death; the 
marks on the body correspond with 
the creases of the clothes; do not think 
the wound was washed after death; 
thoro was more internal than external 
bleeding; distinctly saw coagulated 
blood flowing from the wound, but 
this was caused by handling the body; 
there was considerable internal hemor- 
rhage. 

By Judge Pemberton— A ball has to 
attain very great velocity to pass entire- 
ly through the head; the ball has nas- 
sad through both walls of the frontal 
sinus and its impetus was broken; it 
did not penetrate more than two-thirds 
of tho brain. 

By ;the> Foreman— Cannot judge, its a 
skilled witness, whether the bullet was 
tired when ho was in a sitting posture or 
not. There were no murks of violence on 
the body. 

Mr. James Phillips sworn— I was ac- 
quainted with deceased; about tho last 
week in November last. 1 was digging a 
diUdi close to Nias' place, I saw a stran- 
ger; he entered into conversation with 
zue. Ho said it was a nice [dace out here, 
and asked if 1 had any accommodation 
for boarders. I referred him to the Park 
Hotel, lie said ho could come and livo 
with mo and work for me. 1 saw him 
every day for a week after. I should 
judge from his conversation that he had 
linen in New Brunswick. Ono day lie 
took a grub hoe and began to work; I 
judge; ho had bsen employed by soma 
Government from his talk. 1 went about 
two months ago l>i the cow-shed and 
saw deceased standing! imrfo and reading 
si small book. I spokt to him ami ho said 
ho w.as only reading; I left him there. 
After two weeks 1 saw him come nut of 
Nias' place. The last time 1 Baw him, he 
was playing at checkers at the Angel Ho- 
fcal; I don't know his name; f judged him 
to he a Scotchman from his talk. 

Examined by the Coroner— :I rooognize 
tho coat and vest, which he had on when 
ho was out at Nias'. He nsod to carry r. 
groeu umbrella with him. The photo- 
graph by Silencer is a very good likeness; 
never saw him drunk, although he was in 
the habit of drinking. 

By the Foreman— Thought the pants ho 
wore were rather lighter than those pro- 
duced in Court, Deceased seeniod in 
good spirits, quite sane, very talkative 
and possessed of a good ileal of informa- 
tion; appeared to be searching lor a nice 
t piece of laud upon which to settle; don't 
know the two men he was with in San 
Juan Island. 

Charles Morton sworn- -I am proprietor 
of tho Angel Hotel; recognize tho body 
us that of a gentleman who arrived by tho 
Prince Alfred on the 28th day of Novem- 
ber lust; his name was P. Slockor. lit- 
never gave any account of himself; he 
cami! from San Francisco, as appeared by 
the labels on his trunk; ho left once very 
mysteriously; I mad" no entrv when he 
left. At first I left his door open for two 
days, then I locked it. He disappeared 
for 5 days about Christinas time ; 1 spoke 
rather sharply to him. 1 said, "Mr. 
Stooker, I thought you had run away." 
He answered that he had been to San 
Juan. Tho account was open. On tho 
11th Jan. lie again left without notice, 
this time with his trunk, but owed me 
nothing. On the 29th he was back again 
and I said, "J thought this time you had 
gone for good. 1 ' lie answered that he 
had been to Nanaimo. Since that ho has 
beliavod very quietly, I always took him 
to be a gentlemanly man, but very oooon- 
liic. The first payment that he made was 
in English money, Ho used to bo called 



up in the morning and went out with his 
umbrella; don't know where he went. 
Hanover called for a drink although he 
used to drink when invited. 

Crosg-oxamiiied— I ideutify the clothes 
and trunk as his; I saw the trunk examin- 
ed but never noticed the outside marks. 
Don't recognize tho trousers; recognize 
the inside of the trunk and tho clothes in 
it. He left my house lust Friday. 1 have 
the habit of going round about 9 o'clock 
and throwing open the windows. Two 
rooms had not been slept in — one was a 
carpenter's who went up tho Gorge, the 
other was his. His room, according to 
tho chambermaid's account, bora evident 
marks of its occupant having been drunk 
the night before. I recognize this paper 
as the one found in tho trunk, [bidding 
tip a note] which roads as follows: "Vic- 
toria, Kith Fob., 1873— Sir- -I leave to you 
my trunk, etc To ('has. Morton, Propri- 
etor of the Angol Hotel." Saw the In- 
spector count the money, which amount- 
ed, in silver ami gold, to §1137},. The 
last time ho was at my bar was last Fri- 
day. 

By the Jury— No paper was found in 
the "trunk w'ith his handwriting; there 
was a gold watch. 

Thomas ('ass, sworn — I am steward at 
tho Angel Hotel; 1 have been so since do- 
ceased came to the house; I called him a 
man of peculiar habits; we called him 
Paul Pry, from his eccentricities — tho 
manner in which he used to sit at table, 
where he used to swing his arms about 
and drop his knife and fork and gaze 
around with a wild look; he never sat 
straight at table. Don't know his room; 
never saw him drink, but have seen him 
tipsy, at times when going up to his bed- 
room ho would almost tumble backwards. 

Crossoxamined by Mr. Pemberton — 
Could recognise seme of his clothes; I 
recognise his pants and the suspenders, 
as upon one occasion he came in with his 
vest open when [ saw the suspenders; 
don't know his name. 

Charles Morton re-examined — Those 
rooms th.it are occupied are generally left 
open; on Saturday morning I went to de- 
ceased's room, opened it and was surpris- 
ed to find deceased gone; I expected him 
buck; anyone could enter his room; I loft 
the room unlocked until tho police officer 
came and ordered it locked. The trunk 
was unlocked by tho police. 1. never saw 
him go out with any of tho boarders; he 
would play checkers, and after each 
move would lean back in his chair and 
staro vacantly. The boarder who slept 
next door was annoyed by his singing. and 
laughing without knowing who it was: he 
supposed him to bo delirious. 

Sir. Pemberton explained to the jury 
that the following witnesses (Indians) 
woro arrested as being concerned in tho 
affair. 

Johnny Syah said, through the inter- 
preter — On Sunday 1 went out to Beacon 
Hill; there was suow on the ground; I 
was playing with some white boys, snow- 
balling them; went up to tho house and 
while looking about saw a number of 
bottles outside, and then saw a man in- 
side sitting down; I wont closo to him 
and saw a book lying on bis knee; he was 
sitting in a stable with his buck towards 
the partition, the right hand grasped the 
pistol produced, which lay across the 
bodv; 1 took the pistol out of his hand," I 
gave him a kick on the leg and found him 
as stiff as a log; I took the pistol audcanie 
to town; I saw five balls; ono was gone; 
I took all the balls out of the pistol; I 
told a Siwash that I saw a dead white 
man near Beacon Hill; he asked me if I 
had been seen by anyone else; I told him 
no; about 8:80 I returned to Beacon Hill 
and I saw lying near the body tho coat 
and vest produced; I went back alone; I 
took- the coat and vest and went to Ka- 
naka road; a boy asked for tho book and 
I gave it to him; I took the vest to my 
house, and that is all I know about it; 
the koy. knife and stud are my property. 

Kitty, an Indian woman from Cowichan, 
said— She know nothing about the pi.stol 
or the vest, she saw these things in the 
Indian's house and thought he hud bought 
thorn. Johnny never told her. Did not 
go to Beacon Hill. 

Charley, a Songish Indian, said — -On 
Tuesday last he metJohnny alias Charley, 
and Johnny told him he wanted to sell 
him a pistol, he took it out of his pocket 
and said he had bought it at Port (fumble, 
and asked 810 and then g8 for it 

Tho Coroner observed that it was not 
worth taking up the time of tho Jury with 
these details, which belonged really to the 
Police Court. 

Ho (tho Indian Charley) stated that the 
pistol produced in Court was the one 
offered him by Johnny. 

Mr. Bow-don, Inspector, recalled, said— 
Was informed that the trunk produced 
belonged to deceased. Found' the paper 
marked A, after opening tho trunk with 
the koy found in deceased's pocket. The 
clothing found there was identified by 
Mr. Morton' He found the amount of 
money mentioned by Mr. Morton, also a 
number of cartridges in tho trunk exact- 
ly titling tho pistol The ball extracted 
j by Dr. Davie, in my. opinion corresponds 
I to that of the cartridges. I have bcon in 
tho army and am a judge. Tho pants 
found on deceased correspond with a suit 
found in the trunk. 

The Jury after a short consultation 
handed in the following written verdict: 

Jury aro of opinion that the deceased 
came by his death, by a pistol shot wound 
in his head, but there is not sufli dent evi- 
dence before them to prove whether the 
wound was self inflicted or caused by a 
person or persons unknown. They be. 
lieve from tho evidence produced that tho 
doceased was called P. Stoeker, and that 
he was a iiativo of Scotland and that he 
was aged about 45 years. 

Tho Indians arc held for examination in 
the Police Court.

Utah- 

Salt Lake, Feb. 15. — The special 
message of the President on Utali af- 
fairs is a stunning blow to pblygamists. 
Church organs are evidently tit a loss 
what to do. The "Herald" says it is 
another heavy dose, but they must 
dunce to the music furnished them. 
It repeats tho thread-bare argument 
that polygamy, being a part of their 
religious faith, is above rightful at- 
tack. Tho "News" affects a spirit of 
forbearance, and says if a collision 
takes place it will not be at. tho seek- 
ing of the people. Tho position of 
the Saints, it adds, in this crusade is 
one of peace, patience, calm endur- 
ance and resignation. Already the 
removal from Utah is discussed. One 
of their organs to-day says the strong 
arm of power is to be invoked to make 
them move on, but where shall they 
go? where is it desired they shall next 
pitch their tents'? Before, they figure 
closely on starting, how much, ask the 
"Herald," will the Government give 
for tho property they have gathered 
around them in tho lust quarter of a 
century '! 

Tho priesthood, it is understood, 
are seriously contemplating tho pos- 
sible necessity of another pioneer ex- 
pedition, but it is not generally be- 
lieved that the Saints, as a body, can 
ever bo induced to abandon their pre- 
sent home.
